Lata  Friday night a  moessengoer
bt have boen secn oy g op the wll
toward Gen, Howard's hopse on North
Twenty-sevond streat. He  foroul that
worthy  mnlitery  dignitary  at home
When the tolegram was apened the ex-
pression on the Litter s fuee wis =ome
thing beautiful to behold, Tt was one of
mingled astanishiment and eoncern. Gon,
Hownrd at onee sammoned s ambue
lanee and drove: hastily down to the
Taxton hotel whera he mot Assistand
Adjutant General Breek. The two wera
elosetod togcthor for soma e, Soon
they went down to the military howd
quarters,  Clerks  were summaoned and
put o work,
until o late hour and separated 1o meet
again s morning.  Some  fupor-
tant pupers were dreawn un, consisting
of orders for wansportation, provisions,
ete, Gien, Caxlin Wiy satare
dany  morning  instrocted pro-
pare  at  once o disputeh SO
troops from this point.  He was in-
structed toget all four companies in
rendiness to leave the post ot onee.  re-
serving only ton men to remam on ganrd
at the barracks,  All preparations wore
specdily made. Battery 1, with their
lll"lli civulry ennnon, were patitto trin.
They were taken down to the depot, held
there for about half an hour when n
gpecinl train on the Union Pacitic pulled
into the depot,  The  soldicrs  with
all their deconntrements woers
spoeedily placedd on board  and
allmnr half past three  o'clock the train
willed ont for the woest,  "Uhis section is
n commund of Maj. Rawles and their
destination is Fort Frad Stecle,  Gen,
Carhn, uuder ovders from Gen, Howard,
who {8 in turn acting by instraction of
Gen, Sehotield, holds  the other compan-
jes at the post veady to leave on wino-
went's notice,

As already intimated, the entire trans-

This was all that eould hewrung from
either Gen Howard or Gen, Breek, They
drew the line strietly at the non comimit-
tal point, and rofused to stepoverit, The
impression around army headginrters
was that these troops are to be sent
out to Salt Luke City to quell a serions=
Mormon distitbuuee which is imminent
ot that powt, One army oflicinl, whose
wnme is withheld for pradential reasons,
assured a Beg reporter that hie had eyvery
reason to believe that this was the cnse.
Tnvestigntion in other qnarters contirms
this theory, fnd in all probabilivy it is the
correet one,
